Stewart avenue. It was stolen from Jackson 
park some time before 3 p. m. on Saturday. 
Its condition indicates it was opérated early 
Sunday morning on the roads in'the vicinity 
of Clearing by the man or meén who had 
stolen it. | 


Engaged as a Nurse. 

Migs Leegson at 3 p. m. on Saturday left the 
residence of Mrs. James P. Burnette, at 122 
East Twenty-fifth street, in résponse to a 
telephone call from a man who gave the 
name of Wilson, and who said He wanted te 
employ her as a nurse in a maternity case. 

Ww ilson asked her to go to 6232 Seventy-firat 
street. If he stole the automobile in Jackson 
park shortly before 8 o'clock, he would have 
had time to meet her at Western avenue and 
Seventy-first street, when it is thought Miss 
Leegson reached there. ! 

An examination of the woman's body by 
Dr. Jacob Springer during the day caused 
him to announce that the Wornan had not 
been dead more than two or three hours be- 
fore her body was found on Sunday morning. 
He expressed the opinion that the woman had 
been tortured by the man from 6 o'clock 
Saturday night until 4 or 5 o’clock Sunday 
morning. At 4:45 it began to tain heavily. 
The! abandoned car was covered with mud, 
showing that it had been drivgnithrough this 
rain storm. ! 


Description of Slayer. 

Miss Loretta Polowski, living in West 
Fifty-eighth street, Argo, gave the following 
des¢ription of the slayer: 

Thirty to 35 years old, 5 feet Sinches tall, 
weighed 160 younds, wore a snjall, stubby 
mustache, and had on a blué serge suit 
and blue velour hat. | 
The police of the Englewood station are 

said to have ascertained definitely that Miss 
Leegson was met by a man in & black auto- 
mobile when she got off the jstreet car at 
Western avenue and Seventy-first street at 
about 4 o'clock Saturday afternoon. 

The inside of the car indicatéd that it had 
been the scene of a violent struggle. Among 
other articles found in it wasia piece of a 
woman's shirtwaist. 

An investigation conducted by BPBetective 
John Zobus of the coroner's office and 
Marshal Curr of Clearing established the 
route taken by Miss Leegson on her way 
from her home to the place where she met 


her death. 


‘More Circumstances Uncovered. 

The investigation made by the two officers 
established more circumstanceg as follows: 

Saturday morning— 

Miss Leegson caused to be inserted in an 
aft-rnoon newspaper the following adver- 
tisement: | t 

‘(Practical nurse; maternity cases pre- 
ferred. Phone Calumet 543,” | 

Saturday, 2:30 p. m.— | 

A man who gave the name of Wilson called 
Calumet 548, which is the phone at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Burnette and asked for “ the 
nurse.’”” He was told that shé was out, but 
would be back in half an houf. 

8 p. m.—‘ Wilson” called |Calumet 548 
again, and Miss Leegson, who had just re- 
turned, answered the telephone. She talked 
with the man for some time. After she 
hung up the receiver she informed Mrs. Bur- 
nette that a man who gave thé name of Wil- 
son had asked her to take charge of a ma- 
ternity case at 6232 Sovenib-ares street. 
There is no such number. The women did 
not know that, however, and by consultinga 
guide to the city were able to gutline a route 
to| the address Wilson gave, which Miss 
Leegson undoubtedly followed. She quoted 
the man as saying: “ Don't/take a heavy 
suit case with you.

NOME WRECKED BY 
STORM FROM SEA 


Five Hundred Houses De- 
stroyed and Property Dam- 
age Is Estimated at 
$1,500,000. 


REPORT NO LOSS OF LIFE. 


Suffering Will Be Intense and 
Plea for Immediate Aid for 
Victims Has Been 
Sent Out. 


Nome, Alaska, Oct. 6.—Nome has been al- 
most.destroyed by a storm. All the south 
side of Front street is gone. 

The sand spit is gone. Two miles of terri- 
tory next to the sea was devastated. 

No lives were lost. : 

Five hundred houses have been demolished 
and more are following. 

The storm began last night, beating in from 
Bering sea. It was the worst ever known 
here, 

Men and women worked all night in the icy 
water to save their household effects. 

The electric light plant was wrecked and 
telephone service cut off. The loss is esti- 
mated at $1,500,000, 


Help from Outside Needed, 

There will be much suffering and outside 
help will be required 

Winter is at hand and it will be impossible 
to get in supplies needed 

The steamships Victoria and Corwin, which 
were lying in the roadstead, ran to the open 
sea and escaped damage 

All the small boats on the beach were de- 
stroyed. 


Communication Cut Off, 

Seattle, Wash., Oct. 6.—Communication 
with Nome, Alaska, has been interrupted 
since the middle of the afternoon. It is be- 
lieved the storm which ate away the sand spit 
and demolished a large part of the city com- 
pletely disabled the wireless station there. 


Cutter on Way to Nome. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 6.—The revenue 
cutter Bear is now en route from Unalaska 
to Nome. No official report has reached 
here regarding the storm which wiped out 
the Alaskan city, but the Bear is expected 
to reach Nome in a day or two and probably 
will make a report of the needs of the people. 


BUILT ON SANDY BEACH 

Nome, the famous gold camp on Bering 
sea, the most northerly city in the world. 
was built on a sandy beach. In front of the 
town there is an anchorage for ships, but 
steamers do not make a landing. Cargoes 
and passengers are landed at an aerial tram- 
way station in deep water. 

The principal part of the town, which a 
dozen years ago had a population of 20,000, 
is on the east side of Snake river, with a 
long finger extending to the west along a 
narrow sand spit. This sand spit was ricia 
in gold dust, and the early settlers built their 
cabins there, 


Gold Worked Out of Sands 

Of late years the sands have been worked 
out, and little except dredging operations, 
which require large capital, is being done, 
It has been estimated that the dredges have 
enough ground in sight to operate fifty years 
more, 

Nome has produced more than $35,000,000 
in gold dust. Some years the yield has heen 
as high as $8,000,000. This year the produc- 
tion will not exceed $4,000,000, owing to lack 
of water. 


The summer population of Nome is about. 


4,000, and in winter 2,000 remain, the others 
coming out on steamships that leave late 
in October. One steamship is yet to leave 
Seattle for Nome. 

It will be possible to send revenue cutters 
to Nome to deliver supplies and take away 
needy persons who wish to leave. 


SAYS DRUNKENNESS SHOULD BE 
CAUSE FOR QUICK DIVORCES. 


Dr. Woods Hutchinson in London Lec- 
ture Tells of Effects of Alcohol on De- 
scendants of Drinker, 


{BY CABLD TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

LONDON, Oct. 6.—Drunkenness should be 
made a sufficient cause for prompt divorce, 
Dr. Woods Hutchinson in the course of his 
lecture on ‘“‘ Human Misfits "’ before the na- 
tional council of morals said today. 

The speaker told of the effects of alcohol 
on the descendants of those who indulge in 
it. He instanced the case of an alcoholic 
woman, two-thirds of whose 700 descendants 
became public charges, while of the 600 de- 
scendants of the same father and a woman 
who was not alcoholic, only five became pub- 
lic charges. 

One of the difficulties encountered by euge- 
nics, he said, who are aiming at a better race 
is the inability to improve the species beyond 
two or three generations. Records were 
cited to show that except in rare instances 
the brilliancy of parents is not transmitted 


to children. Genius has always died out in: 


two or three generations. 

The eugenic scheme of physical selection 
and efficient mating, he said, is being aban- 
doned because of inability to decide what type 
is desirable and because types are so rapidly 
changing. 

The most important thing, according to Dr. 
Hutchinson, is to look after the children and 
see that they are surrounded with a whole- 
some atmosphere and have plenty of food. 
In this he sees hope for the betterment of the 
race. 

He regards the influence of heredity as 
undisputable, and in the cases of defectives 
he said that from 35 to 75 per cent come of 


defective stock.

U. S. JURY INDICTS 
RICH LUMBERMAN 
UNDER MANN ACT 


William R. Edwards Must Face 
Federal Trial Accused of 
Luring Girl to St. Paul, 


CONSPIRACY IS THE CHARGE 


lda M. Cox, Chicago Stenographer, 
Principal Witness in 
Case. 


COMMERCIAL PHASE BROUGHT IN 


William Rufus Edwards of St. Paul, 
wealthy lumberman and coal dealer, was in- 
dicted by the federal grand jury in this city 
yesterday on a charge of violating the Mann 
act. He is accused of transporting Miss 
Ada M. Cox, a stenographer, from Chicago 
to St. Paul for immoral purposes. The in- 
dictment was returned at 5 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon before Judge Carpenter. Arrange- 
ments will be made today for the issuance 
of a capias for the defendant's arrest. Ed- 
wards is said to bein St. Paul. The alleged 
offense took place in October, 1910, 

The indictment contains seven counts 
charging specific violations of the Mann act. 
The seventh count is an unusual one in a 
“white slave” case in that it charges Ed- 
wards with conspiracy to accomplish the al- 
leged crime. He is charged with conspiring 
with Millard E.. Mogg, president of the Shel- 
by County Coal company of Chicago, to 
bring about the alleged transportation of the 
girl to St. Paul. The indictment declared 
that Mogg is not made a defendant. 


Theory of the Government. 

It is on the conspiracy charge the govern- 
ments rests its case. The federal authorities 
contend that the alleged conspiracy involves 
what amounts t a commercial transaction. 
Miss Cox was employed by Mogg a8 a stenog- 
rapher in his coal office and the theory of the 
government is that Edwards was ina posi- 
tion to favor Mogg with coal contracts in re- 
turn for favors received. 

Miss Cox is 24. Sheisa native of Rockford, 
Ill., where her widowed mother lives. The 
girl spent several hours yesterday testifying 
before the grand jury. She was questioned 
by District Attorney Wilkerson and his as- 
sistant, Harry A. Parkin. 

The government has had the case against 
Edwards under investigation for more than 
a year. ‘Several St. Paul clubwomen, after 
learning of it, made the original complaint to 
District Attorney Houpt of St. Paul. He 
heid that the “‘ commercial traffic ’ element 
was absent and so recommended to Attorney 
General Wickersham in July, 1912. Mr. 
Wickersham agreed with that opinion, stat- 
ing there should be no prosecution of Ead- 
wards ‘in the federal courts ‘‘ unless other 
and different facts are presented.”’ 


Finds New Evidence. 

Charles F. De Woody, division superin- 
tendent of the bureau of investigation of the 
department of justice, received instructions 
several months ago to resume the investiga- 
tion, and special agents sent out from Wash- 
ington have been.at work on the case for 
weeks. 

“I wish it to be distinctly understood that 
the stand this office is taking in this case is 
not one of disagreement with the federal offi- 
cials of St. Paul,” said District Attorney 
Wilkerson. “ The work done by the govern- 
ment on this case in St. Paul was largely in 
the nature of a preliminary investigation. 
We have been fortunate in uncovering a 
quantity of evidence that at that time it was 
practically imposible to get. This relates to 
the commercial feature of the alleged offense. 
Time has also brought out other evidence 
that was not to be had one year ago.” 


Miss Cox’s Story to De Woody. 

Prior to going before the grand jury Miss 
Cox gave Mr. De Woody a statement of her 
case, in which she said: 

“I met Mr. Edwards while I was in the 
employ as a stenographer of the Shelby 
County Coal company, of which M. B. Mogg 
was president and manager. Mr. Edwards 
came to see Mr. Mogg on business. He saw 
me and later asked for an introduction, 
which Mr. Mogg gave him. Almost imme- 


diately he asked me to go to luncheon with * 


him, but I refused, saying that I did not 
think it quite proper. 

“He was in Chicago much and I saw him 
often. Each time I saw him he asked me 
either to go out to lunch with him or to sup- 
per or the theater, but I refused them all. 


“He was so insistent, however, that I’ 


finally consented to go to lunch with him. 
This was Sept. 10, 1910. A little later we went 
to lunch again—I think at the Stratford hotel. 
He kept telling me again and again that 1 
looked tired and needed a vacation. 


Edwards Sends Her a Ticket. 

“He telegraphed me from St. Paul, asking 
me if I could come up then, as he thought 
I surely needed @ vacation. I talked it over 
with Mr. Mogg, who said that Mr. Edwards 
was ‘all right’ and that he would let me 
off and that I had better take advantage of 
the offer. 
“I answered yes, and he sent a ticket 
from St. Paul Oct. 7. I left Chicago and 
arrived in St. Paul the morning of the &th. 
We took ah automobile drive most of the aft- 
ernoon. In the evening we went to dinner.” 

Mise Cox then related how they visited 
several cafés, drinking wine, and how finally 
Edwards took her to a rooming house; 

Case in Civil Courts. 

Miss Cox filed three suits against Edwards 
in the state courts at St. Paul for damages 
aggregating $60,000. The suite were for 
breach of promise, assault, and slander. 
Tire two latter charges were dismissed. 

The breach of promise case went to trial. 
and Miss Cox was awarded $15,000 dam- 
ages, which the court later reduced to $12,500.

COUNCIL FIGHTS 
VOTE DEVICE DEAL 


Aldermen by Vote Order City 
Lawyers to Annul Con- 
tract with Empire 


Company. 
MAYOR MAY USE VETO. 


Turned Back Simflar Order in 
February Before Exposures 
by Legislative Com- 
mittee, 


The council unanimously directed Corpora- 
tion Counsel Sexton last night to bring suit 
to annul the voting machine contract and 
to recover the $188,500 already paid the Em- 
pire Voting Machine company. 

The resolution was presented by Ald. Law- 
ley of the Fourteenth ward, and appeared 
to pass *without the aldermen knowing or 
appreciating what was happening. The 
basis of the order is the decision of the Su- 
preme court in October, 1912, and the recent 
disclosures by the Butts legislative commit- 
tee. The Supreme court decision is quoted 
in the preamble as saying, “‘ We find that the 
machine does not comply with the law in en- 
abling the voter understandingly to cast his 
vote in one minute.” 

“Much Evidence” Obtained. 

“Much evidence,” says the resolution re- 
garding the results of the legislative in- 
vestigation, “ strongly tending to show the 
inefficiency, inaccuracy, and susceptibility to 
fraudulent manipulation of said voting ma- 
chine’ has been obtained. It is asserted by 
Mr. Lawley that this evidence raises a 


serious doubt regarding the validity of the | 


contract and its adaptability for meeting the 
requirements of elections in Chicago. 

Whether or not the mayor will veto the or- 
der remains to be seen. He said when ques- 
tioned he had heard the order read. Asked 
whether or not he would veto it, he said he 
would if he decided that course best sulted 
the interests of the public. 

The mayor vetoed a similar order passed on 
Feb. 24. That was presented by Ald. Lipps 
and instructed the corporation counsel ‘* To 
vigorously oppose any suit or proceeding of 
any kind or nature that may be brought to en- 
force payment for any of said voting ma- 


chines.”’ 


Reason He Gave for Veto. 

At the following meeting on March 10 the 
mayor returned the order without his ap- 
proval, “ For the reason that I am advised 
by the corporation counsel no such suit is 
pending at the present time.” 

The legislative investigation at that time 
had not been started. The information it 
developed may influence the mayor to permit 
the order passed to become effective. His 
attitude on the question he considered of 
sufficient importance to merit mention in his 
annual report of 1912, 


Text of Report, 

‘“*I do not call,”’ the report said, “ speaking 
to a single alderman in regard to the ordi- 
nance making the voting machine appropria- 
tion. Itis true I appeared before the finance 
committee and asked that the appropriation 
be made, but I acted on the opinion of the 
corporation counsel, who held it the duty of 
the city council to make the appropriation, 
the contract having been entered into by the 
board of election commissioners, 

“At that time I questioned the policy of 
the city council’s entering into a discussion 
of the merits or demerits of a contractin the 
making of which the law gave it no voice 
and for which, under the law, according to 
precedent and the corporation coungel’s 
opinion, it was bound to make appropria- 
tion.’ 


Citizens Must Pay for Fight. 

If the mayor does not veto the order it is 
probable the corporation counsel, one em- 
ployé of the city, will be fighting the attorney 
for the election commissioners, another em- 
ployé, and both paid by the same taxpayers. 

Some aldermen who failed to notice the res- 
olution may have the subject called to their 
attention today. The election commission- 
ers have been sensitive about council action 
opposed to their voting machine contract. 

If a private court finds the money has been 


-fllegally paid to the voting machine com- 


pany then some one will be liable for the cash. 
Whether the controller’s bondsmen are pro- 
tected because Mr. Traeger paid the money 
after receiving an opinion from the corpora- 
tion counsel pérhaps will be determined. Also 
probably the responsibility of the election 
commissioners and the county judge will be 
brought into question. 


THIRD PANAMA EARTHQUAKE; ©

KILLED BUT ONE?

Was in Joliet When Woman Met

It was demonstrated yesterday that Henry 

Spencer’s wholesale confessians of murders 
are in @ great measure fiction, woven by an 
opium clouded brain. He continued during 
the day to relate fantastic stories of crimes, 
many of which he could not have committed, 
not because of a lack of criminal intent but 
because he was in prison at the time alleged 
or because no such case is of record. 

Out of the mass of “ confession ’’ Capt. 
Halpin of the detective bureau was able to 
establish this much as fact: 

Spencer murdered Mildred Allison Rex 
roat. He took a hammer and a revolver, 
but used only the revolver. He left the 
hammer on the spot, where it afterwards 
was found, and stole her jewels and a 
suit case. He strewed her clothing from 
an Aurora and Elgin car all the way from 
Digin to Chicago. 

Spencer has been implicated in a num- 
ber of burglaries, the last taking place 
Friday night at the Astor lunchroom, 
across the alley from detective headquar+ 
ters. He once smashed a bartender’s jaw 
with a hammer because he would not open 
a safe. | 

Spencer may have slain Mrs. Annabel 
Wight, 2150 De Kalb street, last Decem- 
ber. Mrs. Wight was beaten to death 
with a hammer and robbed by a man who 
had rented a room. However, witnesses 
who saw the slayer say Spencer is not 
the man. , 


Dreams Other Murders, 

The ftemainder of Spencer's “twenty-five 
murders " are the dreams of a man obsessed 
by that form of insanity known as “ stir 
simple,”’ a delusion described as penitentiary 
insanity. ' 

From every point in the country touched 
in the man’s confession information came 
during the day denying the tales of murder 
and robbery. 

Spencer did not murder Fannie Thompson 
because he was in Joliet penitentiary when 
the woman was killed. 

Spencer did not kill Patrolman Pennell and 
Devine because at. that time he was paying 
another debt to society in the same prison 
His prison record and the dates of the mur~ 
der absolutely conflict. 


When confronted with the discrepancies in 
his confession Spencer explained that some 
of them were “ mistakes.’’ Others he ex- 
plained by saying his memory was bad. 


Spencer’s Own Story. 

His confession as taken verbatim by ste- 
nographers. In part it follows: | 

“I am between 32 and 33 years old. I 
was born in Chicago. I don't remember 
my parents. My earliest recollection ig 
being in the Home for the Friendless in Chi- 
cago, when I was about 8 years old. I went 
into the home at an early age, and when 
8 years of age I ran away from the home 
and was picked up by the police on the streets 
of Chicago and sent to Feehanville. I re. 
mained at that institution between three and 
four years, and then ran away from there 
and came back to Chicago, and was en- 
gaged in selling newspapers on the streets, 


His First Prison Sentence, 
** During the time I was selling newspapers 
[I was committed to the bridewell four times 
on minor charges. I continued to sell newse 
papers until about 16 years ofage. Atthig . 
time I was arrested, charged with larceny. 
and receiving stolen property consisting of © 
a suit of clothes belonging to a doctor or 
centist, who was in a bath at Manhattan 
beach. A boy that was with me stole this suit 
end I gave him 5 cents for it, but I was con- 
victed on this charge and sent to the peni- . 
tentiary for ten years by Judge Burke. I 
served about four years of this sentence and 
was then paroled, but was taken back three 
times for violation of the parole. I served 
about eight years for this first offense. 
“ Shortly after coming out of the penften~ 


 tlary I went to work for the Maison Nouvelle, 


a millinery business run by E. C. P. Hume, 
ard stole the payroll ofthe firm. For this I 
was convicted and sentenced to ten years. 
I served about four years of this sentence 
ané wae paroled. Was brought back to the 


. penitentiary again in about two days for 


violation of the parole, and was finalin die 
charged. | 


Served Fifteen Years in Joliet, . 

“I served time in Joliet amounting to fifteen 
years. I wae discharged from Joliet peniten- P be 
tlary the last time Sept. 18, 1912, and have 
been at liberty all the time since. I wae sen~- 
tenced under the name of James Burke, and 
my number in Joliet was 5108. The neatd 
name was Henry Skarupa, No. 9808. 

“At the Home of the Friendlese D wae 
given the Christian name of Henry, and the 
various surnames I have used have been 
simply assumed by me from time to time, 

“In the summer of 1902 I, with others, 
was engaged in robberies and burglaries. Shot 
two people on the west side of Chicago— 
their names I don’t now recall—but I re- 
member they were taken to the hospital” 

Spencer at this point described in detall the 
murder of Patrolmen Devine and Pennell at 
Jackson and Ashland boulevards, in August, 
1902. But Spencer’s record at the identifica- 
tion bureau shows he was in Joliet from 
April 26, 1903, until April 17. 1908. The effect

Reject Company’s Offer.

Leegson reached there. | 

An examination of the woman's body by 
Dr. Jacob Springer during the day caused 
him to announce that the Woman had not 
been dead more than two or three hours be- 
fore her body was found om Sunday morning.

‘ Description of Slayer.

After she 
hung up the receiver she informed Mrs. Bur- 
nette that a man who gave the name of Wil- 
son had asked her to take charge of a ma- 
ternity case at 6232 Seventy-first street. 
There is no such number. The women did 
not know that, however, and by consultinga 
guide to the city were able to outline a route 
to the address Wilson gave, which Migs 
Leegson undoubtedly followed. She quoted 
the man as saying: ‘ Don't take a heavy 
suit case with you. You will have a long 
trip with you after you leave the street car.”’

Rest of Plot in Dark, 

From this point on the authorities are abso- 
lutely in the dark as to Miss Leegson’s move- 
ments. The distance from the junction of 
Seyenty-first street and Western avenue and 
the place where the woman's body was found 
is considerably more than three miles. On 
both sides of the road for long distances 
there are no houses, nothing but bare hay 
fields with occasional truck gardens—a va- 
cant, lonely district. | 

A theory entertained by the police is that

NOME WRECKED BY 
STORM FROM SEA 


Five Hundred Houses De- 
stroyed and Property Dam- 
age Is Estimated at 
$1,500,000. 


REPORT NO LOSS OF LIFE. 


Suffering Will Be Intense and 
Plea for Immediate Aid for 
Victims Has Been 
Sent Out. 


Nome, Alaska, Oct. 6.—Nome has been al- 
most destroyed by a storm. All the south 
side of Front street is gone, 

The sand spit is gone. Two miles of terri- 
tory next to the sea was devastated. 

No lives were lost. . 

Five hun houses have been demolished 
and more are following. 

The storm began last night, beating in from 
Bering sea. It was the worst ever kriown 
here, 

Men and women worked all night in the icy 
water to save their household effects. 

The electric light plant was wrecked and 
telephone service cut off. The loss is esti- 
mated at $1,500,000, . 


Help from Outside Needed. 

There will be much suffering and outside 
help will be required 

Winter is at hand and it will be impossible 
to get in supplies needed 

The steamships Victoria and Corwin, which 
were lying in the roadstead, ran to the open 
sea and escaped damage 

All the small boats on the beach were de- 
stroyed. 


Communication Cut Off. 

Seattle, Wash., Oct. 6—Communication 
with Nome, Alaska, has been interrupted 
since the middle of the afternoon. It is be- 
lieved the storm which ate away the sand spit 
and demolished a large part of the city com- 
pletely disabled the wireless station there. 


Cutter on Way to Nome. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 6.—The revenue 
cutter Bear is now en route from Unalaska 
to Nome. No official report has reached 
here regarding the storm which wiped out 
the Alaskan city, but the Bear is expected 
to reach Nome in a day or two and probably 
will make a report.of the needs of the people. 


BUILT ON SANDY BEACH 

Nome, the famous gold camp on Bering 
sea, the most northerly city in the world, 
was built on a sandy beach. In front of the 
town there is an anchorage for ships, but 
steamers do not make a landing. Cargoes 
and passengers are landed at an aerial tram- 
way station in deep water. 

The principal part of the town, which a 
dozen years ago had a population of 20,000, 
ig on the east side of Snake river, with a 
long finger extending to the west along a 
narrow sand spit. This sand spit was rich 
in gold dust, and the early settlers built their 
cabins there, 


Gold Worked Out of Sands 

Of late years the sands have been worked 
out, and little except dredging operations, 
which require large capital, is being done, 
It has been estimated that the dredges have 
enough ground in sight to operate fifty years 
more, 

Nome has produced more than $35,000,000 
in gold dust. Some years the yield has heen 
as high as $8,000,000. This year the produc- 
tion will not exceed $4,000,000, owing to lack 
of water. 

The summer population of Nome is about 
4,000, and in winter 2,000 remain, the others 
coming out on steamships that leave late 
in October. One steamship is yet to leave 
Seattle for Nome. 

It will be possible to send revenue cutters 
to Nome to deliver supplies and take away 
needy persons who wish to leave. 


SAYS DRUNKENNESS SHOULD BE 
CAUSE FOR QUICK DIVORCES. 


Dr. Woods Hutchinson in London Lec- 
ture Tells of Effects of Alcohol on De-~- 
scendants of Drinker, 


{BY CABLD TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

LONDON, Oct. 6.—Drunkenness should be 

made a sufficient cause for prompt divorce, 
Dr. Woods Hutchinson in the course of his 
lecture on “‘ Human Misfits ” before the na- 
tional council of morals said today. 
The speaker told of the effects of alcohol 
on the descéndants of those who indulge in 
it. He instanced the case of an alcoholic 
woman, two-thirds of whose 700 descendants 
became public charges, while of the 600 de- 
-scendants: of the same father and a woman 
who was not alcoholic, only five became pub- 
lic charges. 

One of the difficulties encountered by euge- 
nics, he said, who are aiming at a better race 
is the inability to improve the species beyond 
two or three generations. Records were 
cited to show that except in rare instances 
the brilliancy of parents is not transmitted 
to children. Genius has always died out in 
two or three generations. 

The eugenic scheme of physical selection 
and efficient mating, he said, is being aban- 
doned because of inability to decide what type 
is desirable and because types ere so rapidly 
changing. 

The most important thing, according to Dr. 
Hutchinson, is to look after the children and 
see that they are surrounded with a whole- 
some atmosphere and have plenty of food. 
In this he sees hope for the betterment of the 
race. 

He regards the influence of heredity as 
undisputable, and in the cases of defectives 
he said that from 85 to 75 per cent come of 


defective stock.

William R. Edwards Must Face 
Federal Trial Accused of 
Luring Girl to St. Paul. 


CONSPIRACY IS THE CHARGE

COMMERCIAL PHASE BROUGHT IN 


William Rufus Edwards of St. Paul, 
wealthy lumberman and coal dealer, was in- 
dicted by the federal grand jury in this city 
yesterday on a charge of violating the Mann 
act, He is accused? of transporting Miss 
Ada M. Cox, a stenographer, from Chicago 
to St. Paul for immoral purposes. The in- 
dictment was returned at 5 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon before Judge Carpenter. Arrange- 
ments will be made today for the issuance 
of a capias for the defendant’s arrest. Ed- 
wards is said to bein St. Paul. The alleged 
offense took place in October, 1910, 

The indictment contains seven counts 
charging specific violations of the Mann act. 
The seventh count is an unusual one in a 
“white slave” case in that it charges Ed- 
wards with conspiracy to accomplish the al- 
leged crime. He is charged with conspiring 
with Millard E. Mogg, president of the Shel- 
by County Coal company of Chicago, to 
bring about the alleged transportation of the 
girl to St. Paul. The indictment declared 
that Mogg is not made a defendant. 


Theory of the Government, 

It is on the conspiracy charge the Overn- 
ments rests its case. The federal authorities 
contend that the alleged conspiracy involves 
what amounts to a commercial transaction. 
Miss Cox was employed by Mogg as a stenog- 
rapher in his coal office and the theory of the 
government is that Edwards was ina posi- 
tion to favor Mogg with coal contracts in re- 
turn for favors received. 

Miss Cox is 24. Sheisa native of Rockford, 
Ill., where her widowed mother lives. The 
girl spent several hours yesterday testifying 
before the grand jury. She was questioned 
by District Attorney Wilkerson and his as- 
sistant, Harry A. Parkin. 

The government has had the case against 
Edwards under investigation for more than 
a year. Several St. Paul clubwomen, after 
learning of it, made the origina! complaint to 
District Attorney Houpt of St. Paul. He 
held that the “‘ commercial traffic " element 
was absent and so recommended to Attorney 
General Wickersham in July, 1912. Mr. 
Wickersham agreed with that opinion, stat- 
ping there should be no prosecution of Ed- 
wards in the federal courts ‘“‘ unless other 
and different facts are presented.”’ 


Finds New Evidence, 

Charles F. De Woody, division. superin- 
tendent of the bureau of investigation of the 
department of justice, received instructions 
several months ago to resume the investiga- 
tion, and special agents sent out from Wash- 
ington have been at work on the case for 
weeks. 

“I wish it to be distinctly understood that 
the stand this office is taking in this case is 
not one of disagreement with the federal offi- 
cials of St. Paul,”’ said District Attorney 
Wilkerson. “ The work. done by the govern- 
ment on this case in St. Paul was largely in 
the nature of a preliminary investigation. 
We have been fortunate in uncovering a 
quantity of evidence that at that time it was 
practically imposible to get. This relates to 
the commercial feature of the alleged offense. 
Time has also brought out other evidence 
that was not to be had one year ago.” 


Miss Cox’s Story to De Woody. 

Prior to going before the grand jury Miss 
Cox gave Mr. De Woody a statement of her 
case, in which she said: 

“I met Mr. Edwards while I was in the 
employ as a stenographer of the Shelby 
County Coal company, of which M. B. Mogg 
was president and manager. Mr. Edwards 
came to see Mr. Mogg on business. He saw 
me and later. asked for an introduction, 
which Mr. Mogg gave him. Almost imme- 
diately he asked me to go to luncheon with 
him, but I refused, saying that I did not 
think it quite proper. 

“He was in Chicago much and I saw him 
often. Each time I saw him he asked me 
either to go out to lunch with him or to sup- 
per or the theater, but I refused them all, 

“He was 80 insistent, however, that I’ 
finally consented to go to lunch with him. 
This was Sept. 10, 1910. A little Jater we went 
to lunch again—TI think at the Stratford hotel. 
He kept telling me again and again that I 
looked tired and needed a vacation. 


Edwards Sends Her a Ticket, 

“ He telegraphed me from St. Paul, asking 
me if I could come up then, as he thought 
I surely needed @ vacation. I talked it over 
with Mr. Mogg, who said that Mr. Edwards 
was ‘all right’ and that he would let me 
off and that I had better take advantage of 
the offer. : 

“I answered yes, and he sent a ticket 
from St. Paul Oct. 7. I left Chicago ana 
arrived in St. Paul the morning of the &th. 


ernoon. In the evening we went to dinner.” 
Miss Cox then related how they visited 
several cafés, drinking wine, and how finally 
Edwards took her to a rooming house, 

. Case in Civil Courts. 

Miss Cox filed three suits against Edwards 
in the state courts at St. Paul for damages 
aggregating $60,000. The suits were for 
breach of promise, assault, and slander. 
Thre two latter charges were dismissed. 
The breach of promise case went to trial. 
and Miss Cox was awarded $15,000 dam- 
ages, which the court later reduced to $12,500, 
Edwards appealed the verdict to the Minne- 


gota Supreme court, which remanded the 
gaso for a new trial.

Aldermen by Vote Order City

Company. 


MAYOR MAY USE VETO. 


Turned Back Simflar Order in 
February Before Exposures 
by Legislative Com- 

mittee, 


The council unanimously directed Corpora- 
tion Counsel Sexton last night to bring suit 
to annul the voting machine contract and 
to recover the $188,500 already paid the Em- 
pire Voting Machine company. 

The resolution was presented by Ald. Law- 
ley of the Fourteenth ward, and appeared 
to pass without the aldermen knowing or 
appreciating what was happening. The 
basis of the order is the decision of the Su- 
preme court in October, 1912, and the recent 
disclosures by the Butts legislative commit- 
tee. The Supreme court decision is quoted 
in the preamble as saying, “‘ We find that the 
machine does not comply with the law in en- 
abling the voter understandingly to cast his 
vote in one minute.” 


“Much Evidence” Obtained. 

“Much evidence,” eays the resolution re- 
garding the results of the legislative in 
vestigation, “ strongly tending to show the 
inefficiency, inaccuracy, and susceptibility to 
fraudulent manipulation of said voting ma- 
chine’”’ has been obtained. It is aeserted by 
Mr. Lawley that thie evidence raises a 
serious doubt regarding the validity of the 
contract and its adaptability for meeting the 
requirements of elections in Chicaga : 

Whether or not the mayor will veto the or- 
der remains to be seen. He said when ques- 
tioned he had heard the order read, Asked 
whether or not he would veto it, he said he 
would if he decided that course best sulted 


the interests of the public. 

The mayor vetoed a similar order passed on 
Feb. 24. That was presented by Ald. Lipps 
and instructed the corporation counsel “ To 
vigorously oppose any suit or proceeding of 
any kind or nature that may be brought to en- 
force payment for any of said voting ma- 


chines.”’ 


Reason He Gave for Veto. 

At the following meeting on March 10 the 
mayor returned the order without his ap- 
proval, “For the reason that I am advised 
by the corporation counsel rio such suit is 
pending at the present time.” 

The legislative investigation at that time 
had not been started. The information it 
developed may influence the mayor to permit 
the order passed to become effective. His 
attitude on the question he considered of 
sufficient importance to merit mention in his 
annual report of 1912. 


Text of Report, 

**T do not call,”’ the report said, “* speaking 
to a single alderman in regard to the ordi- 
nance making the voting machine appropria- 
tion. It is true I appeared before the finance 
committee and asked that the appropriation 
be made, but I acted on the opinion of the 
corporation counsel, who held it the duty of 
the city council to make the appropriation, 
the contract having been entered into by the 
board of election commissioners. 

* At that time I questioned the policy of 
the city council’s entering into a discussion 
of the merits or demerits of a contract in the 
making of which the law gave it no voice 
and for which, under the law, according to 
precedent and the corporation coungel’s 
opinion, it was bound to make appropria- 
tion.”’ 


Citizens Must Pay for Fight. 

If the mayor does not veto the order it is 
probable the corporation counsel, one em- 
ployé of the city, will be fighting the attorney 
for the election commissioners, another em- 
ployé, and both paid by the same taxpayers. 

Some aldermen who failed to notice the res- 
olution may have the subject called to their 
attention today. The election commission- 
ers have been sensitive about council action 
opposed to their voting machine contract. 

If a private court finds the money has been 
illegally paid to the voting machine ‘com- 
pany then some one will be liable for the cash. 
Whether the controller’s bondsmen are pro- 
tected because Mr. Traeger paid the money 
after receiving an opinion from the corpora- 
tion counsel perhaps will be determined. Also 
probably the responsibility of the election 
commissioners and the county judge will be 
brought into question.

KILLED BUT ONE? 


Mrs. Rexroat, Dancing Teacher, 
Only Victim of Opium Smok- 
ef, Records Show. = 


NOT THOMPSON SLAYER 


Was in Joliet When Woman Met 
Death; Neither Did He As- 
sassinate Policemen. 


MAY HAVE SLAIN ANNABEL WIGHT 


It was demonstrated yesterday that Henry 
Spencer’s wholesale confessions of murders 
are in a great measure fiction, Woven by an 
opium clouded brain. He continued during 
the day to relate fantastic stories of crimes, 
many of which he could not have committed, 
not because of a lack of criminal intent but 
because he was in prison at the time alleged 
or because no such case is of record. 

Out of the mass of “ confession’ Capt. 
Halpin of the detective bureau was able toe 
establish this much as fact: 

Spencer murdered Mildred Allison Rez 
roat. He took a hammer and a revolver, 
but used only the revolver. He left the 
hammer on the spot, where it afterwards 
was found, and stole her jewels and a 
suit case. He strewed her clothing from 
an Aurora and Elgin car all the way from 
Digin to Chicago. 

Spencer has been implicated tn a num- 
ber of burglaries, the last taking place 
Friday night at the Astor lunchroom, 
across the alley from detective headquar- 
ters. He once smashed a bartender’s jaw 
with a hammer because he would not open 
a safe. 

Spencer may have slain Mrs. Annabel 
Wight, 2150 De Kalb street, last Decem- 
ber. Mrs. Wight waa beaten to death 
with a hammer and robbed by a man who 
had rented ea room. However, witnesses 
who saw the slayer say Spencer is not 
the man. | ra 


Dreams Other Murders, 

The remainder of Spencer’s “twenty-five 
murders "’ are the dreams of a man obsessed 
by that. form of insanity known as “ stir 
simple,”’ a delusion described as penitentiary 
insanity. 

From every point in the country touched 
in the man’s confession information came 
during the day denying the tales of murder 
and robbery. 

Spencer did not murder Fannie Thompson 

because he was in Joliet penitentiary when 
the woman was killed. 
Spencer did not kill Patrolman Pennell and 
Devine because at. that time he was paying 
another debt to society in the same prison 
His prison record and the dates of the mur~ 
der absolutely conflict. 

Wheh confronted with the discrepancies in 
his confession Spencer explained that some 
of them were “ mistakes.”” Others he ex- 
plained by saying his memory was bad, 


Spencer’s Own Story, 

His confession as taken verbatim by ste~ 
nographers. In part it follows‘ 

“IT am between 82 and 33 years old. Y 
was born in Chicago. I don’t remember 
my parents. My earliest recollection ig 
being in the Home for the Friendless in Chi- 
cago, when I was about 8 years old. I went 
into the home at an early age, and when 
8 years of age I ran away from the home 
and was picked up by the police on the streets 
of Chicago and sent to Feehanville. I re- 
mained at that institution between threes and 
four years, and then ran away from there 
and came back to Chicago, and was enq 
gaged in selling newspapers on the streets, 


His First Prison Sentence. 

“* During the time I was selling newspapere 
I was committed to the bridewell four times 
on minor charges. I continued to sell ne Wws- 
papers until about 16 years ofage. At thig 
time I was arrested, charged with larceny 
and receiving stolen property consisting of 
a suit of clothes bélonging to a doctor or 
centist, who was in a bath at Manhattan 
beach. A boy that was with me stole this suit 
and I gave him 5 cents for it, but =weeeon- 
victed on this charge and gent to the peni- 
tentiary for ten years by Judge Burke. I 
served about four years of this sentence and 
was then-paroled, but was taken back three 
times for violation of the parole. I served 
about eight years for this first offense. ?

“Tt remained in Joilet about two years and

While there I became 
acquainted with a parlor maid. I will not tell 
you her name. We were married by Lee M. 
Beattie, pastor of the Fifth Avenue church. 
I told her I was a traveling salesman and 


knew her about three days, and found out she 
had a certain amount of money, and then we 


got married. 
“I found she had $800 in the German bank 


éf the Bronx. I married her on a Friday night 


on the fourth day of our acquaintance. I told 
her we would go west and buy a farm and live 
happily. The next day she drew the money 
from the bank and we took a New York Day 
Line boat and got off at West Point and hired 
a rig there‘and went driving to Fort Mont- 
gomery, about five miles from West Point. 


Killed Bride with Hammer, 

“TI took her then about twelve miles on 
foot to show her some land I told her I 
owned. We left the road and went into the 
woods, when I struck her with the hammer 
two blows on the head and killed her. She

ing a milk wagon when the driver went in 


_t%o deliver-milk and backed it against the 
gear of the store and broke in the door and 
| took about forty suits of clothes and drove 
\the rig to a Jew ‘fence’ on Archer avenue, 
near Bighteenth street, and sold the suits. 
-I got about $45 for the outfit. Sergt. Supple 
_ bandied this case for the police department. 
“ About three or four weeks after my re- 
turn from New York I engaged in bicycle 
swindlin by renting a machine and imme- 
diately selling it to a pawnbroker for $5. In 
all I rented about 182 of these machines and 
realized about $5 apiece on them from vari- 
ous pawnbrokers. The police at the Stan- 
ton avenue station had this case and recov- 
ered some of the property. 
| Again Returned to Joliet, 
After this bicycle job I was sent back to 


Joliet for violation of parole and had about 
six months to serve. I served this time and 


came out and went back to Chicago and 


stayed around here about ten days. This 
‘was about the year 1906 or 1907. 
“Then I went to Michigan City, Ind., and 
*‘ gommitted two robberies over there. One was 
@ burglary, in which I got $20, and the other 
was the ticket office of a railroad station near 
‘@ dance hall at the water's edgé. I got $62 
out of this railroad job. 

* Then I came back to Chicago and started 
doing highway robbery alone, doing about 
eight holdups in three weeks, mostly on the 
south side and west side. 

* One job I have in mind particularly was 
the holdup of a woman in Lincoln street, near 
Madison and Monroe. I grabbed her pocket- 
book and shot the woman. She was taken to 


the County hospital. 


Chokes Woman to Death? 
“I forgot to state that just before I went to 
work at the Maison Nouvelle I met a woman 


named Thompson in the café of the Germa-' 


mia club on North Clark street. I took her 
over to the Plaza hotel, where we stopped 
two days, and then I took her to a rooming 
house on Michigan avenue, where I choked 


within a few days. |

Slays for Thanksgiving Money. 

“The next murder I committed,’’ Spencer 
continued, “was about four days before 
Thanksgiving day last winter. I needed 
money for Thanksgiving. I was at the Iili- 
nois Cehtral Park row station waiting for 
a victim, and that time was stopping at the 
New Southern hotel on Michigan avenue, 
near Thirteenth street. A man met me at 
the depot, about five feet ten inches tall, 
weighing about 190 or 200 pounds, about 40 
years old, and had gray hair. He claimed 
to be the representative of some commercial 
concern that manufactured large machin- 
ery. He was well dressed. 

“ He asked me if I knew where there was 
@ good $1 a day house. I told him I did, and 
told him where I was stopping and brought 
him over there. He told me he had several 
hundred dollars in cash. He had atwocarat 
ring. I took him out that night to the south- 
ern end of Jackson park, where they were 
building a roadway. I got him to this place 
on the pretext of showing him the boat 
houses. When we got to the spot I had 
picked out I shot him twice in the head. I 
had an automatic revolver. 
down I struck him two or three blows with 
the hammer. 


Used Same Hammer Many Times, 

“It is the same hammer I killed the other 
people with. Itis the hammer that the police 
now have in their possession, Iamtold. The 
hammer I had is about three pounds in 
weight and is what is known as a heavy 
stone hammer. Machinists and blacksmiths 
also use hammers of this kind. It is of ordi- 
nary size with a new handile—I had a new one 
put in because I broke the other one. I put 
cord around it because the handle was 
cracked and I was afraid it would break 
otherwise. I noticed the newspapers to see 
if any reference was made to this murder 
and found no mention of it in the papers. I 
would not be surprised if the body was cov- 
ered up by the men who were making the 
improvements.” 

For another thousand words the confes- 
sion tells of the murder of a woman in Wa- 
terville, Ont. A. B. Walker, chief of police 
of Watervile, said there had not been a mur- 
der in Waterville during the last twenty 
years. , 


Another Chicago Murder. 

Then Spencer told of another alelged Chi- 
cago murder. He said: 

“In the early part of January, 1913, I went 
to the rooming house. of Frank Cissell over 
his saloon at Park Row near the Illinois 
Central passenger depot. I knew Cissell had 
about $500 worth of diamonds on his per- 
son, but did not think I could catch him 
that early; but I knew the bartender—whose 
name I do not recall, but who was an old 
time jockey—who opened up the place early. 
I slipped into the rooming house. Whén he 
came down to open the saloon I struck him on 
the jaw with the hammer. It knocked him 
down, but he made so much noise that ft 
aroused other roomers and I made my escape. 

‘*T had robbed Cissell six or seven weeks 
before that of about a couple of hundred dol- 
lars in cash. 
buying wine for the women performers in 
the cabarets around the city. 

‘About a week after the Cissell job I was 
walking along Forty-first or Forty-second 
street, between Indiana avenue and Prairie 
avenue, between 9 and 11 o’clock in the even- 
ing. I was not feeling well, and & man 
walked toward me, passing me so close that 
it aggravated me, and I stuck him up and 
shot him, before he had a chance to say or do 
anything. He fell on the sidewalk, and I 
dragged him to the alley and took §20 from 
him, and a watch. 


Tells of Slaying Landlady. 

** In the latter part of January or February 
of this year I was prowling around in Leavitt 
street some time between 11 a.m. and 2p. m., 
when I saw a sign in a window, *‘ Rooms for 
Rent.’ I went in, met a woman there, who 
told me she ran the place, and took me up- 
stairs and showed me a room that was va- 
cant. 

“T talked with her for some time to find out 
her financial condition. I told her I would 
take the room and would be back, and on my 
way downetairs I struck her with the ham- 
mer five or six times. “a 

‘‘ The body was not discovered for two days 
afterward, when the neighbors missed her 
and the jamitor broke in the door. She was 
alive, but died in the hospital. I got $435 from 
her and a ruby ring and a plain ring. She 
had $35 of this rhomey in her purse and $400 
in the pocket of her breast. 


Girl Foils One Attempt. 

‘ About three weeks after this, in Maroh, I 
picked out another house where a ‘ Room to 
Rent’ sign was in the window. This house 
was about three blocks north on Cemer 
street from North avenue and about four 
blocks west of that. I struck the woman 
there two blows with the hammer; but did 
not get amything because the girl came in 
from school about midday and I was forced to

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LABOR SETS BACK | 


WAR ON SMOKE 


Tardy Piea for Hearing Causes 
Electrification Ordinance 
to Be Re-referred. 


ENEMY OF OLD RETURNS. 


Measure Was Chloroformed Year 
* Ago by Same Tactics Which 
Are Revived. 


Electrification of Chicago's railway ter- 
minals was given a setback by the city coun- 
cil last night. Its action was accredited to 

the work of a strong labor lobby. 

The Long mandatory ordinance, prohibit- 
ing the operation of trains by any power 
producing * smoke or noxious gases,’’ was 
spent back to the committee on railway ter- 
minals for the avowed’purpose of giving or- 

|. ganizati¢ns of railroad employés a hearing. 

At least two score of trainmen and switch- 

men were lobbying for this step, and devoted 
several days or weeks to obtaining it. 
Old Performance Repeated. 

Similar tactics resulted in smothering a 
sirnilar ordimance in the early days of the 
present administration. On thet occasion 
the measure was sent back to the local trans- 
portation committee and dropped into a 

‘ gound sleep, from which it was awakened last 
June by Ald. T. K. Long, who reintroduced 
it and succeeded in having it recommended 
out of the railway terminalis committee. 

It has been pending all summer, but the 
@emands for a hearing did not come from the 
labor organizations until yesterday. The 

. fact that it had been recommended to the 

council was published widely. The railroads 
knew of ity as the recommendation came over 
their protest that action should not be taken 
until the investigation of the smoke problem 
under the auspices of the Association of Com- 
merce had been completed. A report on this 
inquiry was promised for next January. 
This protest against action was not men- 
fioned in the council. The demand for re- 
committal was made entirely in the name of 


SS RR 
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labor, and it was strong enough to over- 
ride the statement of Chairman Ellis Geiger 
that he had promised Ald. Long to make the 
measure a special order at the next meeting 
because of Long's absence from the city 
yesterday. 

The spokesmen for the men were Ald. Irwin 
R. Hazen and Ald. Henry Utpatel. The one 
is a Republican and the other was elected on 
the Progressive ticket.. They were opposed 
by Ald. Henry D. Capitain and Aid. Willis O. 
Nance, Republicans, but the administration 
forces were silent except on the roll call. A 
large number of aldermen had left the room 
as Geiger’s turn on the floor did not come 
until 11:30, and an adjournment was expect- 
ed by some at any moment. 

_..¢ roll call came on Hazen’s motion to 
table Geiger’s motion that the ordinance be 
made a special order for the next meeting. 
Then the motion to re-refer was passed with- 
out a vote. 

Bring Up Police Problem. 

Alds, Richert, Harding, and Block, com- 
prising the subcommittee of the committee 
on schools, which drew up the police re- 
organization ordinance, presented a reso- 
lution directing that committee again to take 
up the pofice problem. It referred primarily 
to the conditions of the station houses and 
directed that a plan be reported for reducing 
the number of stations,.for modernizing and 
improving those continued, and to provide 
for one or more stations to be used exclu- 
sively for women prisoners. 

Ala. W. J. Healy and Ald. A. W. Beilfuss, 
both members of Coroner Hoffman's safety 
commission, presented two ordinances rec- 
ommended by that body known as the “ jay 
walker ordinances.’”” They prohibit pedes- 
trians f:™m crossing streets except at estab- 
lished crossirgs. One refers to the down- 
town district alone and the other covers the 
entire city. Both were sent to the committee 
on streets and alleys. 


Wants Bi-Monthly Pay Rou. 

Ald. Charles E. Merriam presented two res- 
olutions of interest. One directed the spe- 
cial committee on charter convention organi- 
zation to investigate the feasibility of the 
‘city manager "’ plan for Chicago. The other 
directed the finance committee to install as 
soon as possible a plan for paying all city em- 
ployés twice a month. 

In a communication the Scherzer Rolling 
Lift Bridge company offered to build the pro- 
posed new Lake street bridge for a price 
much lower than that named in bids in com- 
pliance with the city’s specifications.

An appropriation of $10,000 was made at that 
time. The mayor failed to sign it and the 
money was not available until last night. 

In the mayor’s message he suggested each 
section of the city should take care of its 
own garbage. He algo thought each plant 
should have sufficient capacity to take care 
of other sections in event of fire or an ex~- 
plosion. 

Ald. Lipps and Pretzel opposed the lease, 
but did not put so much of the vigor in their 
objections which characterized the efforts of 
Ald. Kjellander and Ald. Hey, although the 
proposed dump is to be located in the ward 
of the former two aldermen. 


Why Fear of Reduction Firm? . 

“Why oppose this plan?’’ asked Ald. Mar- 
tin, in whose ward the plant of the Chicago 
Reduction company is located. ‘“‘ You will 
have to take care of the city’s garbage. It 
will ¢ost you only $7,000 for the lease of the 
land. That is on a/ valuation of $4,500 an 
The Chicago Reduction campany 
asked you tonight $253,000 for three and one- 
half acres. 

** The city’s appraisal of their property was 
at the rate of about $30,000 an acre, and I 
can find seven acres within four blocks of 
that plant at $5,000 an acre. Why is this 


council afraid to do somethimg to the Chicago 
Reduction company? They shut down their 


plant and refused to take our garbage. Now 
if eo mayor will continue the present pol- 
sos we will be in here offering to sell their 
property at a reasonable price within two 
weeks. Their plant is no good without gar- 
bage, and they are not getting any.”’ 


_ Protest of. 4,000 Read. 

“I/want the protest of 4,000 residents read 
before the council places a dump in our 
ward,” said Ald. Pretzel. The clerk read the 
protest and the resolution adopted at a mass- 
meeting Saturday night at Lincoln avenue 
and Irving Park boulevard. 

Thé¢ notice a suit would be filed also was in 
the form of a protest. This asserted $4,500 
an acre is ‘‘ excessive and exorbitant.” It 
also|alleged the flies would endanger the 
health of the neighbors. 


¢ Block Attacks Merriam. 

Ald. Block upheld the program of the ad- 
ministration by taking a slap at Prof. Mer- 
riam.

You will 
have all the time you want to condemn the 
property, because you réver will be permitted 
to ¢arry out the clay hole program. There 
ie a better place for garbage dumps than 
in residence neighborhoods. It looks now like 
it was intended to use this north side site as 
@ permanent place for the disposal of gar- 
bage.’’ 
 “§$tench Now Unbearable.” 

‘(The stench from the clayhole now almost 
is unbearable,” added Ald. Kjellander. ‘‘ The 
health commissioner was out to our meeting 
Saturday night. He admitted frankly*.e did 
not know whether the city can treat 500 tons 
a day. His experiments had been limited to 
small quantities, If the city don’t know 


what it is doing, it should go slow. The 


health commissioner told the audience on 
Saturday the Chicago Reduction company 
made $365,000 one year, $162,000 another year, 
and $106,000 still another year so far as 
hé could ascertain from their books. Now 
the city’s plan carried out for a year will 
cqst the taxpayers $500,000. You are trying 
not only to put the city’s garbage into a 
clay hole, but also the city’s cash.” 

‘I voted for this plan a week ago, think- 
ing it only temporary, but it now seems the 
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plan is to be permanent,” said Ald. Nance. 

Another massmeeting is scheduled for the 
Twenty-sixth ward tomorrow evening. 
Mayor Harrison will be invited to be present. 


WOMEN URGE CITY TO WAIT. 

The executive committee of the Woman’s 
City club yesterday passed a resolution urg- 
ing the city to wait for action in the garbage 
matter by the recently appointed city waste 
commission. The committee met at 116 South 
Michigan avenue. The resolution pointed

Kunz’s presence|in the White House, 
particularly if he makes a speech, may re- 
call to Mr. Wilson some of the alderman’s 
speeches in the presidential primary fight 
and even after the result at Baitimore was 
announced. 

Kunz was one of those who resented Presi- 
dent Wilson's reference to the “‘ meaner” 
classes of southern Europe in his articles 
on immigration in his history of the Ameri- 
can people. Since thejelection, however, the 
alderman is said to have been convinced that 
he misinterpreted the president’s language. 


“Forgotten,” Says Kufiewski.

IMPORTERS PAY $141,606 
IN WITHDRAWING GOODS. 


Day’s Customs Collections Mount High | 


in Chicago Owing to Activities Un- 
der New Tariff. 


Chicane impietters yesterday paid the goy- 
ernment $141,606 in customs duties. This is 
one of the largest amounts ever collected in 
one day at the Chicago custom house. It 
was the result of the rush of importers to re- 
lease large quantities of imported merchan- 
dise from bonded warehouses. 

Coptes of the new tariff act were received 
by the customs officials in the morning, but 
difficulty was experienced in computing 
duties because the act was not indexed. 
Most of the merchants and brokers paid 
duties at the old rates. As soon as indexed 
schedules arrive in Chicago the importers 
will file amended declarations and the ex- 
cess paid will be refunded. 

The withdrawals ran all the way from 
Nottingham lace curtains to cheese. The 
reductions in the duties amount to from 20 
to 50 per cent ad valorem. 

“ This has been one of our biggest days,” 
John R. Ford, special deputy collector of 
customs, said. ‘*‘ We are working overtime 
and we expect the rush to continue several 
days. Our average collections under normal 
conditions are $60,000 a day.”’

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ORGANIZING THE FIRST LINE. ‘ 

To the layman an army is an aggrega- 
tion of men With guns and a sprinkling of 

officers. The business side of an army is | 
unknown. Yet in the German army the 
“men with guns,” that is, the privates and 
nogcommissioned officers,-are but 770,000 
of 870,000. The rest are commissioned offi- 
cers and the administrative details. 

‘Another thing the American layman is 
blissfully ignorant of is the proportion of 
“arms” in an army, that is, the ratios of | 
cavalry, artillery, and infantry to the whole 
force. 

This factor of balance of arms is an 
essential to military efficiency and it pre- 
sents another reasén for federal help for | 
the organized militia.

FOLLOWING THE WIND. 
You cannot locate a factory in Germany 
anywhere you please. City ofdinances pre- 
scribe certain areas where factories can 
be built. These areas are chosen in the 
vicinity of the railroads and the harbors 
of the city. The factory is situated in a 
manner which makes it easy for the prevail- 
ing wind to blow the smoke away from 
the city instead of blowing it into the city. 
This is but a solitary feature of the great 
care with which Germans are planning their 
citiés. The height to which a building can 
be carried up likewise is a thing that the 
municipality dictates. Most cities in the 
fatherland are divided in what is known as 
“‘gone systems.” For each of these zones 
the height of buildings is prescribed and 
limited. Skyscrapers aré not allowed to 
go up in residence districts. There are 
strict rules with regard to both acre and 
room congestion. In the business sections, 
where people merely work, the amount of 


| light and air may be less than is insisted 


on in residence districts. 

With all this careful city planning Ger- 
mahy is not free fram housing problems. 
The Social Museum of Frankfurt only re- 
cently issued a pamphiet on “ The Crying 
Need of Small Dwellings” in that city. 
When compared, however, with the prob- 
lems of the disease breeding tenements, of 
the windowless bedrooms and alley shacks 
which confront Chicago, the social ailments 
of German cities are mild indeed. There 
is much that we can learn from the housing 
reforms which in Germany are already be- 
ginning to be looked upon as no longer sat- 


isfying.

GOITER—ENDEMIC. 
HEN the thyroid gland enlarges 
or gets unduly active, the condi: 
tion is called goiter. This glani, 
located in the lower part of ths 
neck, isextremely impottant. Just | 
enough of its secretion is necessary for 
beaith, oo much causes a train of symp- 
toms. | 
The number of people in Switzerland with 
thyroid out of balance;-too large or too 
emali—is great. In Aosta a large part of 
the people had small thyroids. The condi- 
tion was getting worse ag the years went on, 
until the inheritance factors were recog- 
nized. ‘The marriage of cretins was pro- 
hibited, whereupon cretinism began to lessen 
in Aosta. |

Every now and then a goiterous condition 
runs riot through a community. The condi- 
tion becomes epidemic (or endemic). Scien- 
tists stidying some of these éndemics 
thought the spread was dué to water. They 
said that water from certain types of soil 
caused it. 

This idea that water causes goiter is wide- 
epread.. It is extensively believed in this 
country. In fact, I think most people ac- 
cept the water theory as a fact. 

Scientists never thought water had any- 
thing to do with the ordinary types of goiter. 
It was only in the goiter endemics, regard- 
ing the localities where nearly every woman 
and many of the men had goiter, that the 
‘water was thought to be the cause. 


-~—o— | 

The Hygienic institute at Zurich says that 
water has nothing to do with goiter. In 
their study the investigators examined 6,000 
people. In one town 77 per cent of all the 
people had goiter. In another two-thirds 
of the people were affected. In certain fami 
lies all the members had the disease. Here 
were endemic conditions beyond a doubt. 

Examining the source of the water care- 
fully, the experimenters found that it did not 
eome from the rock strata supposed, for 
some of the original studies had been made 
in these towns and the whole theory was 
based on the presumption that the water 
came from a certain rock formation. 

The next experiment was withrats. Ordi- 
narily rats do not have goiter. Rats caught 
elsewhere and expdsed in the epidemic locali- 
ties got goiters. It made no difference 
whether they drank bojled water of water 
from other sources, or water from the local 
supply, goiter developedijust the same. Rats 
kept in another district, but fed on water 
from a goiter district, did not develop 
goiter.

It became evident that goiter is slightly 
catching in a goiter district. But it is not 
spread by water. Something else in wide use 
in such a district spreads it. 

What it is is not known. This does not 
mean that there is danger of spread by 
water, air, or anything else in a district 
where goiter is somewhat rare, where, say, 
less than one in 100 hag goiter.

Vaccines made from the bacteria cultures from 
the tonsils, téeth, nose, and suppurating area, 
wherever it may be, are of service. Extract of 
thymus and iodides are of service. So much for 
the cure side of the case, : 

Peoplé who have had rheumatoid arthritis for 
a few years habitually settle into a condition of 
physica] and mental neglect. They quit trying 
to get well, and, incidentally, they give down 
along the line. Open air life, massage, passive 
motion, in @ word, personal hygiene, gives this 
group far greater efficiency.

MAY NOT BE CONSUMPTION. 

Anxious Subscriber writes: ‘‘ I have a dear 
relative who has a cough. It isa dry, tight 
cough. She does not tough up anything and 
has no pain atall; but it is' very worrisome. 
She has had it about three months, and noth- 
ing seems to help, and I want to know if we 
should try to stop the ¢ough or should we 
try to loosenit up? Sheis married, aged 36, 
no children. No coneumption in our family. 
She really can’t go out on the streets or rest 
some nights for coughing.” 


REPLY. 

The only advice to give you is to have your rela- 
tive carefully examined. Cough is a symptom. 
The important thing to know is what lies back of 
it. If consumption is causing it, you want to know 
without further delay. Your letter does not sug- 
gest consumption is the cause. The consumption 
cough is not usually dry, tight, and spasmodic. 
But leven if consumption is not the cause, you 
still Bhould know what is, and base your treatment 


on that information.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


RANCE’S aristdcracy and the noble 
fauborg in Paris have just lost their 
two most notablé members through the 
death of the Diic de Fezensac, presi- 
dent of the Jockey club of France, and 
te passing away of the Dowager Duchesse 
de La Tremoilleet de Thouars, who was also 
Princess of Tarente and of Talmond. 

For the last fifty-five years the duchess has 
been one of the most notable figures in All 
that ig best in French society, and, since her 
marriage in 1862 to the tenth Duc de La Tre- 
moille et de Thouars; who died a couple of 
years ago, her salon in Paris has enjoyed 
European fame, 

She was the acknowledged head of the set 
that would be described as the court circle 
at Vienna, Berlin, St; Petersburg, and other 
monarchical capitals, and to be neceived by 
her was the ultima thule, never attained, of 
every French and foreign parvenu. 

With all that she | was most simple, un- 
affected, wholly freg from any vestige of 
hauteur or arrogante, witty, and, above all, 
kind hearted in the extreme. 

One privilege of her rank and age of which 
she made use was tp decline to return any 
visits. In fact, the only houses where she 
was éver seen, outside her own matision in the 
Avenue Gabriel, were tho#é of her old friends 
and contemporaries, the widowed Comtesse 
Edmond de Pourtales and the Marquise Ge 
Jaucourt. 

The duchess was by birth a daughter of that 
Comte de Duchatel, the well known minister 
of Ling Louis Philippe, a statesman to whom 
tthe Louvre is indebted for three of its finest 
paintings—namely: | ‘“Cadipus,” ‘The 
Source,” by Ingres, and its finest Botticell. 

She inherited the artistic tastes for which 
her father was celebrated, and to her is 
largely due the care and the arrangement of 
the wonderful treasures of art contained in 
the ducal chateaux of Thouars and of Ser- 
rant, where she su¢cumbéd so suddenly ten 
days ago to aneurism of the heart. 

— 

While so many houtes of the European 
aristocracy can omy trace their descent ‘ 
throuch the femalé line from the founder of 
their families and the most illustrious of 
their ancestors, thé present Duc de La Tre- 
moille, only son of the late duchess, is able 
to show an unbrokeh malé line back to Guy, 
Sire de La Tremoftile, one of the commanders 
of the first crusade. 

The dukedom of Thouars was conferred 
upon the house in| 1563; the dukedom of La 
Tremoille forty years later; while Louis XIV. 
granted the title of Prince de Tarénte for 
the eiest son of the duke for the time be- 
ing, and the rank of prince and princess to 
all the other members of the family in return 
for the abandonment of their rights to the 
succession of the throne of Naples, acquired 
by the marriage of Francois de La Tremoille 
with Anne of Araggn. 

The grandfather of the present duke was 
one of the pages of King Louis XVI. and of 
Queen Marie Antoinette in the closing years 
of their reign at Versailles, and was twenty 
years of age at the time of their execution. 

Two of his brothers, granduncles, therefore,

A PUBLIC PROCTOR FOR DIVORCE 
CASES. 

Chicago, Sept. 30.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—You have recently had articles on the rela- 
tive swiftness and efficiency of the English 
and American courts of law. There is at 
present no quegtion as to where the palm for 
efficiency should go, but in point of speed 
there is a Chicago court of law which has 
any court in the world beaten, I refer tothe 
local divorce court. 

Heére is a case in point: Papers were served 
on a defendant in a suit for divorcé in late 
July last; early this month, the case being 
undefended, plaintiff was given the decree 
sought in the short space of seven minutes! 
But as for efficiency, that can never be until 
there is some form of public proctor who can 
intervene where necessary, just as there is a 
king’s proctor in the English divorce court 
whose duty it is to see that there is no col- 

,usion or perjury—perhaps, rather, to take 
action if it should appear there has been. 

At this time a large part of the casés be- 
fore the Chicago divorce court are the result 
of agreement or collusion; a considerable 
portion of the evidence given is rank per- 
jury, and in undefended cases, although the 
defendant may have an attorney present in 
court, the whole affair is rattled through in 
fivé or ten minutes, without any inquiry as to 
the value or character of the evidence pre- 
sented. A nuptial knot tied fifteen or twenty 
years ago is untied in an instant, so to say, 
and without regard to the public weal, and 
usually because the parties to the sult have 
ceased to recognize their obligations and 
duties to each other, their home, and society

Big Crowd Greets New Gov- 
ernor General on Arrival 
at Manila.

TELLS NATIVES OF PLAN. 


Asserts That Ultimate Independ- 
ence of Islands Is Presi- 
dent Wilson’s Hope. 


MANILA, Oct. 6—Francis Burton Har- 
- Fison of New York, the newly appointed 
governor general of the Philippines, ar- 
rived today on the steamship Manchuria. 
He was greeted by a crqwd of several 
thousand people, many of whom had come 
from the provinces. Traffic in the streets 
of the city was brought to a standstill by 
the crowds. Several of the welcoming dele- 
gations were accompanied by bands. 


Met by Steam Launches. 

The Manchuria was met down the harbor 
by a fictilla of steam launches, one of which 
took out Newton W. Gilbert of Fort Wayne, 
Ind., the vice governor. 

Gov. Gen. Harrison, on landing, drove 
from the pier by a roundabout route to the 
Luneta, where he delivered his inaugural 
address, which embodied instructions re- 
ceived from President Wilson, through Sec- 
retary Garrison, stating broadly the admin- 
istration's policy toward the Philippines. 


Work for Ultimate Independence. 

.° The instructions declared that every step 
would be taken with a view to the ultimate 

. independence of the islands. Also it was 

. announced that the first step, to be taken 
at once, will be to give native citizens the 
majority in the appointive commission and 
thus a majority in both houses of the Philip- 


pine legislature. 


Mr. Harrison said he was in complete ac- } 


cord with the president’s plan and that he 
would do everything in his power to help 
push it to an ultimate end. 


SENATOR SHERMAN INDORSES 
ONLY A LIMITED I. AND R. ACT. 


Tells Two Chicago Meetings He Be- 
lieves Government Ownership Will 
Be Future Problem, If at All. 


Sénator Lawrence Y. Sherman in two Chi- 
cago speeches yesterday declared his oppo- 
sition to the recall of judges and of judicial 
decisions, criticised interstate laws relating 
to shipper and carrier, and announced his 
approval only of a limited initiative and refer- 
endum, which would¢not make elections 
monthly affaires. At noon he addressed the 
Chicago Transportation association at Hotel 
Sherman and in the evening the Credit Men’s 
association of ‘Chicago at Hotel La Salle. 
The senator believed government ownership 
would be a problem for a future generation, 
if ever necessary. He favored an income tax 
for government revenue only and pledged 
himeelf not to go into any caucus which 
would seek to control his vote. He returned 
to Springfield on a midnight train. 


BAY STATE PROGRESSIVES MEET 


First State Convention as Official Party 
Adopts Platform for Submission 
Next Year. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 6—The Progressive 
party of Massachusetts, in its first state con- 
vention as an official party, adopted a plat- 
form tonight which advocates submitting 
to the people by referendum vote at the state 
election next year the question of the state 
taking over the ownership of the Boston and 
Maine railroad. 

The platform declares for woman's suf- 
frage, demands that the governor have a 
longer terms of office subject to recall, and 
declares in| favor of a complete primary and 
an adequate corrupt practices act. 

The convening of a nonpartisan constitu- 
tional convention is demanded. The plat- 
form declares against compulsory interfer- 
ence with the right to strike or lock out, and 
in favor of the minimum wage.

MULCT CLIENTS, CHARGE. 


Half of Guarantee Fees Collected 
but Deals Were not Car- 
ried Out. 


Ellis C. Talmadge and George D. Talmadge, 
his son, investment brokers, with offices at 
17 North La Salle street, yesterday were ar- 
rested on complaint of postal officials on 
charges of using the mails to defraud.

their plays before the American public, 

Critics here- who have read Boyesen’s work 
gay that undoutedly it is a great play, which 
gught to make a hit in the United States, if 
gnly because the author’s own adaptation of 
Abbé’ Prévost's theme would not be weakened 
m a second adaptation inforder not to autrage 
;merican taste, Whereas the Porto Riche and 
fatailie plays, however successful in the 
griginal, inevitably lose some force in the 
ess of translation and adaptation. 

It is known that years ago, when Porto Riche 
began writing “Manon,” he offered the title 
le to’ Mile. Lantelme, whose tragic death on 
a Rhine houseboat startled the world, but she 
feciined, saying that she liked heroines with 
more rigid morals. In discussing the situa- 
tion with THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE correspond- 
ent, Mr. Boyesen said: 

“Tt aimed in the play to represent Manon 
as a moral, not as an immoral type. Manon 
is one of the most interesting feminine charac- 
ters ever depicted, and my object, as an Amer- 
jean playwright, was to treat the theme just as 
an American would, with every regard to the 
conventions of our stage. Therefore, I was 
greatly surprised at the return of the play on 
the ground that New Yorkers might find it of- 
fensive on moral considerations.” 

While the French dramatists are thus get- 
ting preferential treatment over the American 
in New York, it is significant to note that an 
American play will. head the bill at the Grand 
Guignol’s reopening. The Guignol, which is the 
most Parisian theater in Paris, is featuring Mr. 
Boyesen’s new play, “ The American Eve.” 

This is the first time on record that Paris has 
nad the primeur of an American play, and all 
the theater managers here are watching the 
sxperiment with the keenest interest.

Even. Babylonia Had 
Bad Pavement Troubles. 


ING GUDEA, who ruled the city of Tello, 
in southern Babylonia, about 2,500 B. C., 
also had his little troubles about the dis- 
posal of garbage and bad pavements: 
The two great cylinders of Sumerian 
inscriptions being translated by Dr. Ira Mau- 
rice Price, professor of Semitic languages .in 
the University of Chicago, show garbage dis- 
posal issues around the indignation of the citi- 
zens 6f Tello. King Gudea, who evidently had 
been bluffed by a reducing company, took the 
situation into his own ands, to the great satis- 
faction of the people, and arranged for a sani- 
tary disposal of the city waste material. 
i 

The pavements of Tello, the text indicates, 
were about:on ‘the order of these in Wabash 
avenue or Van .Buren street. One citizen in 
dodging the traffic caught his foot in a hole in 
the pavement. A shyster lawyer was on hand 
at the opportune moment:and collected a bunch 
of witnesses. -Then the citizen brought suit 
against the city. 

As a consequence the said citizen was out not 
only the inconvenience and court costs, but also 
a lawyer's fee, for King Gudea ruled that a 
citizen could not recover damages. 7 

Prof. Price recently returned from Europe 
where he finished a fifteen year study of the 
Sumerian inscriptions, a task, hitherto consid- 
ered impossible.

A codperating committee of Woman's Suf- 
frage organizations was formed. 
be a downtown headquarters, which will act 
as a clearing house for all suffrage infornmia- 
tion, a speakers’ bureau, and a literature dis- 
tributing point. As quickly as possible head- 
quarters will be opened in every ward and 
the codperation of every ward, civic. and suf- 
frage organization of men and women alike 
will be sought. 

It was proposed the schools be used as ward 
headquarters. Notices of all civic meetings 
would be posted and an index of all available 
speakers would be maintained. The ward sta- 
tions will work with the central station so 
the headquarters will have information for all 
parts of Chicago.

RE you making the most of your oppor- 
tunities or are you trying to make your 
opportunities?

@ much harder way to.do than to take advan- 
tage of the opportunities that are at hand. 
_For instance, if you live in the country you 
can accomplish much more if you will look 
around and find something you have that city 
folks haven’t and give that to them.

Here's a letter that came from one of the 
home workers who saw her opportunity at her 
door and took advantage of it without trying’ to 
do something that would be harder and perhaps 
less profitable: 

“I live up in northern Michigan. There's 
nothing that I like better to do than to em- 
broider large, handsome centerpieces. But I 
said to myself, when I thought of the sort of 
work I'd like to do to earn money at home, I'd 
make a lot more money if I could decide on 
some sort of work city people couldn't do. Sol 
looked around at the things I had that they 
didn’t have in the city and I saw the wonder- 
ful pine trees, and right then I had my inspira- 
tion. 

“T had always -gathered pine needles for pil- 
lows for my friends, and I love to be out under 
the trees, so I made up my mind to try. I 
gathered needles and I made good strong, un- 
Bleached muslin covers for the pillows. Then 
I made soft silk outer covers. Most of them I 
made of’ dull green pongee, because that seemed 
more woodsy than a bright color. I didn't put 
any embroidery on them because I don’t like 
embroidered pillows for one reason and because 
I couldn’t sell them so cheaply with embroidery 
on. I made small ones for 50 cents and large 
ones for a dollar. That. gave me a good profit 
on my investment.

“TI hadn't any idea I'd have the success with 
the sale of them I have had. Ever since I put 
my little advertisement in the Home Workers’ 
Market Place the orders have kept coming in all 
of the time. Now I have about a dozen pillows 
to make when I can get around to it. But up 
here it’s hard to get silk of the right kind, and 


| I have to send to the city for samples and then 


order from them, and that takes a good deal of 
time. 

“Your department has meant so much to me. 
It has made it possible for me to sell something 
that before I had never thought of selling, and 
it has brought me a great deal of self-respect, 
because now I have a little money of my own 
and I can do anything I want to do with it.”

Isn’t that a nice letter? She gained her suc- 
cess by taking advantage of the opportunities 
right at hand: Why don’t you do that, too?

The Jerusalem Artichoke. 


ITH the coming of the frosts a vegeta- 
ble greatly appreciated in other coun- 
tries, but in the United States regarded 
chiefly as a weed or something to be 
fed to farm animals, makes its ap- 
pearance. Little farm children eat the Jeru- 
salem artichoke raw, and some of our modern 
vegetarians do the same. It is quite delicious 
raw with plain vinegar, but the general way of 
serving it is with a plain or variously seasoned 
white sauce after boiling it. A purée made of 
this vegetable is called Palestine soup. 

The name Jerusalem is simply a corruption 
of the Italian name ™girasole,” which means 
turning toward the sun (sole), and an Italian 
description of it says that it must not be con- 
founded with the girasole of the garden, which 
is the plant we call sunflower. They are of the 
same botanical family. In this description the 
statement is made that this vegetable is either 
eaten raw or with oil and salt, but is more gen- 
erally cooked, when its taste resembles the 
“carcioli’” (globe or French artichoke), which 
in the spring and early summer is exceedingly 
popular in Italy.

“It is owing to the absence of starch that 
Jerusalem artichokes are included in the vegeta- 
bles permitted to patients suffering with dia- 
betes. . Common experience has shown 
that the artichoke is a perfectly wholesome and 
Pleasant addition to the diet, particularly as 
they are not injured by frost and may be dug 
in the spring, when other fresh vegetables are 
not common. As the plant is prolific and easily 
grown, the Jerusalem is not an expensive 
vegetable.” :

The topinambour, as the French call this 
vegetable, is popular for some months in Paris 
served as a sort of scallop or in a white sauce 
with some extra flavoying. The great cook, 
Alfred Suzanne, gives three recipes for its prep- 
aration in his book -on 300 ways to prepare 
vegetables, which may be translated as follows: 

JERUSALEM ARTICHOKES IN CREAM.— 
The topinambour, which is called without plausi- 
ble reason the artichoke of Jerusalem, resem- 
bles the potato a little in form, but differs es- 
sentially in the nature of its taste. Wash and 
peel and give them the form of a pear. Cook 
them in salted milk, and when they are tender 
to the touch drain and put them in a vegetable 
dish. Bind the milk in which they were oooked 
with a little flour and butter, braided, and cover 
the artichokes with this. 

ARTICHOKES IN THE POLISH MANNER.— 


Cut the artichokes in the form of half an egg 
and cook them in salted milk which is boiling 
when the vegetables are put into it. Drain and 
put in a vegetable dish. Melt two tablespoons 
of fresh butter and fry a handful of fresh bread 
crumbs in it. Stir constantly with a wooden 
spoon until the bread is of a golden color and 


the. butter cooked “Aa la noisette” (to a nut 
odor). Then turn immediately on the arti- 
chokes. 


PALESTINE SOUP.—wWash, peel, and cut ftnto 
small pieces two dozen artichokes and put them 
into a frying pan with five tablespoons of but- 
ter. two large onions, minced, salt and pepper, 
and a little grated nutmeg. Fry, stirring with 
@ spoon, and wet with some veal or chicken 
stock. Allow to cook and then rub through a 
steve. Put the purée on the corner of the fire 
for twenty minutes, skimming off any grease. 
Finish with a glass of cream and a piece of 
butter. Serve with croutons.

The Italians use the French name for this 
vegetable, and they also call it a “‘ white truf- 
fle,” which is to add to its preciousness. The 
recipes given in an Italian book on 600 ways 
of preparing vegetables are exact translations 
of the above. Other French recipes are varia- 
tions of the above, in one case a white sauce 
being seasoned with carrot, onion, parsley, and 
laurel leaf, besides pepper and salt and some 
cream being added.

NEW HAVEN SEEKS COMPROMISE 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 6.—[Special.j— 
President Wilson is planning a sensational 
warfare on monopoly, according to a persist- 
ent report heard in Washington. In addition 
to wholesale dissolution suits, it is reported 
that the president will invoke the criminal 
prosecution of trust magnates and urge gov- 
ernment ownership’ of coal mines and other 
monopvoiies. 

With the tariff law in operation and cur- 
rency legislation in sight, the trust policy is 
beoked as the third number on the president's 
pregram of delivering the people from the 
oppression of special privilege. Wall street 
has become so excited over this report that 
the stock ticker today carried this statement: 

“ after the currency bill is passed, Presi- 
dent Wilson will disclose a drastic trust 
pelicy. His plans include the dissolution of 
all monopolies in the nation and criminal 
prosecution of the men behind them. 

“The first batteries of the administration 
prebably will be directed against the beef 
and coal trusta, and the work is progressing 
under the direction of Attorney General Mc- 
Reynolds to prosecute these. 

“ At the regular session of congress, Presi- 
dent Wilson will ask amendments to the 
anti-trust act which will amplify his old 
slogen that ‘ Guilt is personal.’ ” 

White House Denies Report. 

Wall street, apparently, is so excited over 
the prospect that it has attributed to Presi- 
dent Wilson the famous slogan of former 
Gov. Harmon of Ohio. 

These reports of a developing sensational 
trust policy have been denied frequently. 
These denials were repeated today at the 
White House and at the department of jus- 
tice. It ia stated that the president's trust 
policy already is in operation, and that the 
only development following currency legisla- 
tion will be the consideration of provisions to 
strengthen the Sherman law. 

It ia expected that the president will recom- 
mend the enactment of legislation similar to 
the anti-trust laws known as the “ seven 
sisters,"’ passed by the New Jersey legisla- 


ture in the last months of his governorship. 


Criminal Action in Reserve. 

The trust policy being carried out by At- 
torney General McReynolds consists of dis- 
solution suite as under previous administra- 
tions, @ith criminal prosecutions held in 
reserve for particularly vicious violations of 
the law. The administrution expects to set a 
new record in the dissolution of monopolies, 
but whether it will inetitute more criminal 
prosecutions than formerly remains to be de- 
termined, , 
Although Mr. McReynolds is about to file 
a Gisgolution sult against the New Haven 
railroad, it tranapired tonight that the New 
Engiand railroad monopoly probably will be 
broken up by agreement following negotia- 
tione between the department and the cor- 
poration offidiala. A delegation of the latter 
ig expected in Washington within a few days. 
Bven if the suit be filed it is probable that 
an agreement on a decree of dissolution will 
be reached without trial of the case. The 
New Haven ie eager to avoidia suit. Criminal 
prosecution of the New Haven officials has 
been threatened but if a voluntary dissolution 
is effected it is not likely that indictments 
will be sought. 


Fights Jewelers’ Combine, 

The department of justice ig working 
under forced pressure on the preparation of 
trust dissolution bills. The jewelers’ com- 
bine will be attacked within a few weeks. 
The attorney general also is investigating 
the alleged dissolution of the National Pack- 
ing company, by means of which the Chicago 
packers were alleged to have operated the 
beef trust. 

Following the acquittal of the packers last 
year the latter voluntarily dissolved the Na- 
tional Packing company. The various plants 
and agencies owned by this corporation were 
distributed to Armour, Swift, and Morris. 
Attorney General Wickersham was dissatis- 
fied with some features of the deal and 
threatened to file a suit unless changes were 
made. He never took such action, but the 
dissolution never was formally approved by 
the government. 

Mr. McReynolds may take the step threat- 
ened by Mr. Wickersham if he finds that an 


actual dissolution of the packing concern 
has not been the result. 


Coal Trust Under Fire, 

The anthracite coal trust is already under 
attack. The first suit of this character was 
flied recently against the Reading Railroad 
company, and other suits to divorcee railroads 
from ownership of coal properties are to 
follow. 

Senator Kern of Indiana is advocating 
criminal prosecution of the coal barons, and 
other Democratic leaders are proposing gov- 
ernment ownership of coal mines. President 
Wilson, it is stated, has given no serious 
eonsideration to the suggestion that the goy- 
ernment take over the coal mines, 

He has considered the proposal of govern- 
ment ownership of the telegraph and tel- 
ephone systems, but has reached no decision 
as to its advisability. The attorney genera! 
ig opposed to the proposition, as he thinks 
such a step would lead to government owner- 


ship of railroads, a result which Qe believes 
weuld be deplorable. —

Miss 
Kenney had just opened her speech with the 
words, “I hear there are detectives in the 
‘ wings,’ ” when a squad of policemen dashed 
out on the platform in flying wedge forma- 
tion. 

Police Sweep Women Aside, 

The women seated around Miss Kenney 
tried to get between her and the policemen 
so as to give their leader a chance to es- 
cape, but the policemen scattered the resist- 
ing women: about like ninepins and caught 
Miss Kenney just as he was preparing to 
leap from the platform into the orchestra. 
| As Miss Kenney was seized, yells of pro- 
| test arose from the hundreds of women filling 
the hall. There was a wild din accompany- 
ing the short but flerce struggle between 
women who endeavored to rescue Miss 
Kenney and the officers who had her in 
custody. She was rushed to a waiting taxi- 
cab, which started off, after a final sharp 
skirmish, to Holloway jail. 

The scene in the etreet in front of the 
music hall was of the wildest description. 
The women fought and struggled furiously 
With the police, and their torn dresses and 
the rips in the policemen’s tunics testified 
to the flerceness of the scrimmage. 


Women Try to Block Cab. 

One of the women threw herself in front 
of the wheels of the cab. Others attempted 
to climb through the windows, and the 
shrieking militants had to be pulled off 
by main force. . 

Eventually a solid phalanx of policemen 
cleared the way and enabled the cab to start 
on its journey. 

Two men, one of them a clergyman, and 
seven women were arrested. 

Before the adjournment of the suffragets’ 
meeting two derby hats and a walking cane 

which had been captured fram the de- 
tectives by the women were put up at 
auction. The bidding was lively. The hats 
brought $25 each and the cane $12.50.

Says Sulzer Sought Root’s Aid. 

The witness said that just a week before 
the trial of impeachment began he had seen 
3 Sulzer in the latter's office in New 

ork. 

“He asked me,” testified the financier’s 
son, “to go to Washington and see Sen- 
ator Root and request him to see William 
Barnes and get him to endeavor to have the 
Republican members of this body vote that 
this court had no right to try him [Sulzer] 
and impeach him.” 

It was in the face of repeated objections 
by counsel for the defense, who several times 
halted him as he was about to answer, that 
Mr. Ryan was permitted to tell of his conver- 
gations with the governor. Judge Cullen 
withheld a final ruling on their objections. 


Testimony Is Ruled Out. 

As soon as the testimony fell from Ryan’s 
; ee counsel for Gov. Sulser held a hurried 

conference and Attorney D. Cady Herrick de- 
manded that the testimony be stricken out 
on the grounds that it was incompetent. The 
whole courtroom was soon a-buzz with con- 
versation, and it was evident that the wofdg 
of the witneas had caused a sensation.

Springfield, Ill., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—The Ili- 
noie centennial commission, which meets to- 
‘morrow morning, is prepared to adopt a reso- 
lution suggesting that Gettysburg day—Nov. 
19—be set aside as a day of commemoration 
in the educational institutions of the state 
as a first step in the celebration of the 100th 
amniversary of the state 

This action is to be followed in all proba- 
bility by a proclamation from Gov. Dunne re- 
questing the people of the state generally to 
observe the anmiversary in some proper man- 
ner, and particularly addressed to the stu- 
dents in the public and parochial schools and 
of the universities and colleges. 


No Thanksgiving Day Change. 

Gov. Dunne’s proclamation will’ not be an 
endeavor to set forward the regular Thanks- 
giving holiday, stipulated by general con- 
pent, but not yet called by the president, for 
the Thursday of the following week. 

It is not the idea of Gov. Dunne that Gettys- 
burg day be a legal or commercial holiday, 
but ts to be particularly an opportunity for 
the school children and the students general- 
ly in the state to celebrate the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the Gettysburg speech. 

To this end it is expected Francis G. Blair, 
state superintendent of public instruction, 
will arrange a tehtative program which may 
be used throughout the school systems in- 
corporating the text of President Lincoln's 
speech and suggesting possible exercises 
which can be. carried out simultaneously in 
every school in the state. 


Adopts Plan for Springfield. 
Supt. H. S. Magill already has initiated the 
‘ eelébration for the 10,000 children of the 
Springfield schools. The in&tructions sent to 
the teachers are that the pupils, so far as pos- 
sible, be required to memorize the — 
speech. 

AS a proper preface it is to be taught ehiiion 
the circumstances surrounding the address; 
the story of the Gettysburg conflict; the con- 
ditions causing the president to leave Wash- 
ington and proceed to the Gettysburg battle- 
field while the war still was in progress, and 
for the pupils thereby to catch the true spirit 
of the epigrams of the Lincoln address. 


Program for State Schools. 

A program, possibly on this same order, will 
be sent throughout the state and an offer 
made, it is understood, to carry into each 
echool an understanding of the importance of 
the occasion. 

From this, according to the centennial com- 
mission's tentative plans, will be developed 
a definite policy of information and publicity 
looking forward to the 1918 celebration with 
particular reference to the schools, and to 
arousing the interest of the younger genera- 
tions in the possibilities of the centennial.

Counsel for Eastern Railroads 
Protests Against Advance. 


GRIEVANCE TO COMMISSION. 


Union’s Lawyer Says Workers Want 
“Double Headers” Abolished. 


New York, Oct. 6—It will cost the eastern 
reilroads nearly $18,000,000 more a year to 


operate if they are compelled to grant the, 


wage demands of their 80,000 trainmen and 
conductors. it was testified on behelf of the 
roads today before the federal arbitration 
board. 

The increases asked for represent an te 
crease of 21 per cent over the total wages 
now paid, according to John G. Walber, @ 
vice president's assistant of the Baltimore 
and Ohio. 

“ Taking into consideration all the agencies 
working in favor of the trainmen in these 
requests, should they be granted, the in- 
creases would approximately cost the rail- 
roads $17,975,688 more a year than at pres- 
ent,”’ he said. 

‘* Double heading, which means drawing a 
train with two locomotives, a practice which 
the men in presenting their case held to be 
an important factor in increasing the hazards 
of railroading, was introduced by counsel for 
the roads today. 

“The trainmen want to penalize the ratl- 
roads for railroad risks and speed,” com- 
mented A. H. Smith, senior vice president 
of the New York Central lines. 

Seth Low, chairman of the board, asked 
A. B. Garretson, representing the trainmen, 
whether the men would rather have double 
heading abolished or have salary increases. 
The men would prefer having double heading 
eliminated, Mr. Garretson replied.

IN SUICIDE PACT, SHE SAYS. 


Has Led te Despair. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 6.—[Special.]— 
Mrs. Lottie Lane, who was rescued last night 
in her gas filled rooms after having made 
preparations to die, today declared a suicide 
pact has been signed by fifty girls of the 
Barbary Coast, should the dance halls be 
closed permanently. She said: 

“I know of fifty women of the Barbary 
Coast, mostly mothers of growing children, 
who have agreed to commit suicide because 
they have been thrown out of employiment 
by the closing of the resorts and can no longer 
support their little ones.”’ 

Mrs. Lane worked as an entertainer in one 
of the dance halle. She has two giris, 10 and 
12 years of age. One is going to school in 
California and the other in Nevada. They 
know nothing of their mother’s life. 

She earned enough to give them a good edu- 
cation and good clothes. When she failed to 
get housework her payments for her chil- 
dren's keep failed, and in despair she tried to 
end her life.

Students to Renew Fight. 

Failure to take action on the basketball 
question caused a delay in the acceptance 
of the recently adopted constitution. Under 
the new ruling only outdoor sports will be 
included in the major ranks. George Drew, 
who led the students’ fight for the retention 
of basketball, intends to open the campaign 
again. This time he will carry his petitions 
directly to the principals. 

Another report received from the high 
school board also urged that instructors be 
paid for the overtime devoted to athletic 
teams and gymnasium contests. It asked 
the board of education to make an appropri- 
ation for the expenses of the board and sup- 
ply a clerk for the organization.

Five Teams Enjoy Leadership 
at Different Stages of the 
Pennant Race. 


PHILLIES BIG SURPRISE. 


Showing in Second Half of Sea- 
son Wins Flag for Giants; 
Pirates ‘‘Fall Down.’ 


BY L. E. SANBORN. 

Im epite of its comparatively placid finish 
the National league’s pennant race of 1013 
—tts thirty-eighth annual—was a highly in- 
teresting affair for a time. No less than five 
of the eizht teams have been in the lead at 
one period or another, although only two 
teame have occupied the top berth long 
enough to get accustomed toit. The surprise 
of it all was that the outfit generally picked 
to run away with the bunting never came 
near it. 

New York's Giants have been riding in the 
front seat so long that it may seem to some 
short memories that they always have been 
there, but during almost @i of the first half 
of the season New York wae only a cdn- 
tender, and some of the way was only an algo , 
ran. In fact, McGraw’s men have occupied 
every round of the ladder this year. 

Philadelphia, .Boston, Brookiyn, and Chi- 
cago were the other teams which have headed 
the procession this season. The Phillies were 
the only ones of that quartet to be taken at 
all seriously, and even they were not consid- 
ered likely pennant winners, in spite of the 
fact that they were first continuously for 
nearly: two months. 


Trojans Lead for Time. 

Chicago enjoyed almost a week of leader- 
ship during the first month of the season, but 
“the Trojans did not listen like pennant win- 
ners even then. Boston held the lead a few 
‘days in thé first week largely by virtueof the 
rain which postponed many games in the east 

at thet time. Brooklyn was actually in first 
place only one day, but stuck to the first 
division long enough to give the denizens of 

Long Island a spell of heart disease. ‘ 

’ Pittsburgh, the team which a large portion 
ef the American public’thought the best bet 
for the pennant, was a disappointment of 
generous proportions. What happened to the 

Pirates betwen the finish of last season and 
the start of this one never has been success- 
fully explained. It is certain the Pittsburgh 
outfit finished like a great team in 1912, and 
looked then to be the best inthe circuit. That 
upset in the dope and the splurge of the 
Brooklynites were two of the season’s fea- 
tures. Boston’s emergence from apparently 
permanént taileridership was another. 


Four New rs Start. * 

Aside from the fight for the bunting there 
was a large chunk of interest in the show- 
ing of the new managers who sat in at the 
big game last spring. Four new pilots were 
in charge when the old league’s season be- 
gan. They were our own John Evers, Miller 
Huggins of St. Louis, Joe Tinker in Cincin- 
nati, and George Stallings in Boston. Three 
of these had their spurs to win, but Stallings 
was a veteran who had made good in the 
American I 

Chicago fans were particularly: ‘imterested 
in the trio of Cubs who held ‘major league. 

managerial positions last year. The deposi- 
“tion of Frank Chance and his adoption by 
the American league in the hope of making 
NewYork a winner,the trade by which Tinker 
was allowed to accept the leadership of the 
Cincinnati Reds, and the promotion of Evers 
to the pilot house of the Cub craft divided: 
the sympathies of west side rooters to a 
considerable extent and gave them a new 
kind of interest in the game in general. 

Evers was the only one of the three Cub 
products to enjoy a successful season. John 
of Troy had his troubles In bunches at the 
start, and for a time it looked as if the Cubs 
were booked for a second division berth, but 
Evers conquered a whole lot of obstacles, in- 
cluding his own disposition to talk umpires 
into putting him out of commission, and 
gradually patched up the old machine until 
it ran smoothly enough to ~_ a good posi- 
‘tion at the finish. 


‘Tinker Has Least Success. 

Tinker was the least successful of the three. 
He took what was supposed to be a baseball 
team the year before, although it was some- 
what weakened by the trade that made him 
leader of,the Reds. Instead of being a first 
division outfit, however, Cincinnati quickly 
slumped to the bottom of the heap. Chance 
had a little the better of the argument over 
Tinker, for he took charge of a tailend out- 
fit in a league whose second division teams 
are considered stronger than the second di- 
vision aggregations of the old league. 

John MeGraw certainly proved himself a 
resourceful general by pulling the Giants 
together after their bad start and licking 
them into a pennant winning aggregation. 
He had the discouragement of a hard Inuck 
defeat in the world’s series of 1912 to root 
out of the systems of his players, and he 
had some bad actors in the ranks, fh addi- 
tion to the holding out of Marquard, one of 
the pitchers on whom he depended. 

The Giants y were last in the race 
‘on One day during the first week of the sea- 
son and were ‘in the second division a con- 
siderable part of the first month. occupying | 
fifth place as late as May 27. This was 
the result of a slump which followed a 
brace by which the men of McGraw hoisted 
themselves from last to first place in a 
remarkably short time just before the end 
of April, 


Giants Climb in May. 

When New York started its second ciimb 
im the latter part of May it was slower but 
surer. Before the end of May the Giants 
passed Chicago and then Brooklyn, going 
Into second place on June 8. The Phillies 

were then leading by e comfortable margim 
bat McGraw's inen by consistent winning 
while the Phillies slumped, gradually cut 
down that tead and wiped it out altogether 
before the end of the month of roses.

Fight for First Division. 

The Cubs led in the,race from April P& to 
May 4 inclusive, but dropped back quickly 
and never showed in front again. By the 
middie of May Chicago was fighting hard for 
a place in the first division and not always 
with success. June 1 found the Cubs in 
fourth place, and they stuck there for quite 
va. spell, then climbed to third for a few days. 
Through the latter part of June and early in 
July the Trojans battled with Brooklyn for 
third place; then Pittsburgh came along and 
started a fight for that position which lasted 
until near the end of the race. 

The Pirates, deprived early of the services 
of Wagner and Gibson, made a wretched 
start. For more than half the season the 
team which had been favorite for the pen- 
nant reported in the second division. At one 
time it was as low as seventh place and 
looked as if it belonged there, but Fred 
Clarke shook his men together at last and 
pulled them out of the rut. The Pirates 
climbed into the first division on July 10 and 
stuck there for good, making a game pare 
for third position for a time. 

Brooklyn caused a lot of comment by get- 
tine away well and keeping up the pace for 
many weeks of the séason, For the whole of 
May the Dodgers were second to Philadel- 
phia, but early in June New York fought them 
out of second place.

National league ball players have, nad to 
work harder to earn their salaries this year 


than for séveral seasons past—that is, the 
regulars have, although the larger squads 
that are carried may have cut down the 
average per individual. 


Thefe have been 
more extra inning games this year than last, 


and a raft of tie scores which have made it 
necessary to play the games over. 


The longest overtime combat of 1913 did 
not equal that 1912 by two rounds and 
fell three innings’.short of the Nationa! 
league’s record, but the increase in endeavor 
has been in games Of shorter duration. Sev- 
enteen innings was the limit this season and 


the Cubs and St, Louis Cardinals set the 


mark on May 28, Chidage emerging a victor. 


Season of 1913 Beats 1912. 

Last season Pittsburgh and Boston battled 
for nineteen rounds before there was a de- 
cision. The old league’s long game record 
is twenty innings. That mark has been 
reached twice, in 1892 and 1901. Both times 
the Chicago team was hooked up, winaing 
one of the record games and drawing the 
other. ‘ 

Last year there were only. fifty-six extra 
inning games in the National circuit. This 
year there ‘has been’a big increase in the 
number of ten inning contests and the total 
of overtime endeavor is greater by a good 
percentage. The second longest game lasted 
sixteen innings and Philadelphia and Cin- 
cinnati were implicatéd in that, the Dooins 
bagging. the victory at the end. Fourteen 
inning games have beén quite fréquent, al- 
though that is an unusual number of rounds, 
according to the annals of the national pas- 


time. 


Three Overtimes in One Series, 
There was one interesting and unusual 
series betwen the Cubs and Giants in June

There is evidence in the growth of the shut- 
out table that National league pitchers are 
acquiring strength at the ‘expense of the 
batsman, and this supposition is borne out in 
other departments of the 1913 “ dope.” The 
amount of whitewashing done by old league 
hurlers showed a. slight increase this year 
over last, when only eighty-four games re- 
sulted in blanks in the run column. Up to 
this year the number of shutout games has 
been slowly decreasing as the number of 
them in 1911 was ninety-two. 

It is a long way from the major league rec- 
ord for whitewash games which was set by 
the National league at 163, and that mark 
probably never will be reached, as it Was 
made as the resulé of a freak arrangement. 
In that season the league tried the experi- 
ment of reducing double header games to 
seven innings by agreement, but the plan 
was abandoned after one year’s trial. This 
naturally increased the number of shutout 
performances. 


Cubs Hard to Shut Out, 

The Cubs have been a partiuclarly hard 
team to whitewash this season—harder than 
any other aggregation in their circuit. It 
has been accomplished all right, but not 
often. Adams of Pittsburgh, Mordecai 
Brown and Packard of Cincinnati, Marquard 
of New York, Griner of St. Louis, and Hess of 
Boston ‘have done it, but the Cub pitchers 
have proved more successful than their op- 
ponents in wielding the lime brush. Phil- 
bert Pierce has three shutouts to his credit; 
Cheney, Humphries, and Vaughn have two 
apiece, Vaughn having been with the team 
only part of the season. Stack, Overall, and 
Smith also have pitched shutout games. 

The New York Giants have been blanked 


much oftener than the Cubs, although they 


are two places higher in the race.
